CHEYENNE, W. T., March 20, 1869. 
Editors National Intelligencer : 
The article appearing in yonr paper on 


the New York Tribune, inquiring whether 
we havea Pacitic Railroad, has attracted 
my attention, and feeling that I may be 
enabled to throw some light upon the ex- 
istence Or non-existence of such a road, 
beg leave to offer to the public, through 
your paper, the following facts: 

No serious obstacles will ever ‘be pre- 
sented to the continuous operation of the 
Union Pacitic Railroad East of Cheyenne. 
owing to the fact that the road Fast of that 
point is built almost entirely upon em- 
ge upon which snow druiits rarely 
orm. 

From Cheyenne west the principles upon 
which the road had heretofore been con- 
structed appear to have been entirely 
| abandoned. Long, heavy excavations have 
been constructed ,with an exposure well 
calculated to arrest. the flight of the 
drifting snow. These principles of en- 
gineering are rigidly adhered to until the 
_western slope of the Rocky Mountains is 
attained, covering a length of line of about 
two hundred and thirty miles. On this 

rtion of the road but five through trains 

uve passed sincethe 10th of February, a 
period of thirty-eight days, and the road 
not yet open, and great probability exists 
that continued through travel cannot be 
relied upon before the 15th of April. Yet 
persons who have resided upon the line 
of the road fora period of twenty-one 
years have informed me that this has been 
a most remarkably mild winter; that they 
have frequently seen the snow fall to such 
a depth as to entirely cover the tops of the 
telegraph poles. 

The region over which the greatest depth 
of snow generally falls lies between the 
rivers of the Great Salt Lake Basin and 
the Weber. On this portion of the road no 
obstruction extending over a greater pe- 
riod than twenty-four hours has yet inter- 
vened to prevent the regular running of 
the trains. Notwithstanding the fact that 
a greater depth of snow has fallen this win- 
ter on that section of the road than fell 
upon the portion so long obstructed, thir 
is accounted for on the ground that where- 
ever it was at all practicable the line of 
the road has been located upon a Southern 
exposure. and the road built upon em- 
bankments; and as the prevailing winds 
are from the Southwest, the snow drifts 
form only upon slopes having a Nofthern 
or northeastern exposure. A change of 
location could. readily be effected over the 
two hundred and thirty miles first refer- 
red to, which would to a yreat extent 
place the road upon the same exposure as 
that portion of the road lying West, and 
would avoid many of the obstructions 
which have been encountered during the 
past six weeks, and would likewise shorten 
the distance very materially, particularly 
in the vicinity of Lookout Station, a point 
at which the train upon which IL was tray- 
eling was detained all of two days, and in 
a section of country where provisions
